A p rop osal to fill in Liberty Park 
lag oon and conv ert it into additional 
p icnic and p arking g rounds is like 
p oking up a hornets’ nest insoiar as 
p ublic reaction is concerned. 
The sug g estion has g enerated in­ 
numerable v ocal p rotests and p rov id­ 
ed animated discussion in social and 
civ ic club g roup s. 
Some p ersons 
hav e become so riled up about abol­ 
ishing the lag oon that they are like 
an ill-temp ered bear with a sore head. 
Concensus so far is that the p ic­ 
turesque sp ot should not be elimin­ 
ated but rather that the city fathers 
and p ark board find some method by 
which the little lake could be renov ­ 
ated and maintained thereafter. 
The reason the lake is in such bad 
shap e today is because maintenance 
has been neg lected to the p oint where 
ex p ensiv e rep airs arc now necessary . 
Maintenance of such thing s can’t be 
accomp lished when the p ark budg et 
won’t allow it. 
Thus the lag oon becomes a head­ 
ache. So to cure the p ain let’s cut off 
the head instead of sp ending money 
for an asp irin.

“The f arning s rate for leading food chains 
as a g roup has av erag ed 11.5 p er cent dur­ 
ing the 1960's, as comp ared with 13.1 p er 
cent during the 1950’s,” the Federal Trade 
Commission also found 
This is in direct contrast to the state­ 
ment made by food chain ex ecutiv es that 
their p rofits are around 1.3 p er cent; seldom 
ov er 2 p er cent. 
To g et an ex p lanation of the striking dif­ 
ference in these fig ures, we tried to reach 
Clarence Adamy , head of the National As- 
.sociation of Food Chains. He was nev er 
av ailable for comment. He wa^ so unav ail­ 
able that it led to the conclusion that the 
Federal Trade Commission, long a trusted 
ag ency of Gov ernment, was rig ht reg arding 
food chain p rofits. 
Food'Factt 
Howev er, here are some further facts 
which, in fairness, should oe noted; 
1. The U.S. factory worker today can buy 
more food for an hour’s wag e than he could 
in 1947-49. Wag es hav e doubled in that 
p eriod: y et lood p rices hav e increased only 
33 p er cent. This is due in p art to bulk 
buy ing and the efficient op eration of chain 
stores. 
2. Housewiv es now demand foods and mix ­ 
es p rep ared in adv ance. This is the env y 
of Europ ean housewiv es because it has 
emancip ated American women as slav es of 
the kitchen. Howev er, deboning chicken, 
cutting meat, p rep aring TV dinners, etc.,’ 
adds to the food cost. 
3. Certain basic food commodities neces­ 
sarily hav e increased. The p rice of milk 
has been so low during the p ast ten y ears 
that thousands of dairy farmers went out of 
business. As a result the cow p op ulation 
of the United States wg s dang erously re­ 
duced. Under the free enterp rise law of 
sup p ly and demand, this scarcity of cows 
sent up the p rice of milk. 
if we’re g oing to stay with the cap italist 
sy stem and the low of sup p ly and dem a^ , 
we hav e to liv e with hig hei p rices when 
food is scarce.^ If we want a Sociiliit sy s­ 
tem we can lake ov er the food chains, the 
farms and the food p rocessing comp anlN 
and try to reg ulate food p rices and food

If y ou watch the av erag e de­ 
clarer follow suit he almost al­ 
way s p lay s his lowest card. Ex ­ 
p erts hav e a tendency to mix 
them up . Sometimes they hav e 
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a reason, other times they are 
merely keep ing in p ractice so 
as not to form a p attern. 
All of this is p art of de­ 
clarer’s strateg y He docs not 
want to let his op p onents know 
that he has p lay ed his lowest 
card.

strateg y p ossible in the p lay of 
hig h cards. 
Here is another old timer 
from Fred Karp in’s book on 
strateg y . 
South IS declarer at three no- 
trump . His normal p lay is to 
win East’s jack of sp ades with 
the queen. Then he g oes ov er 
to dummy with a heart and 
tries the diamond finesse. If it 
works he makes « lot of tricks 
but this time it loses and West 
is likely to abandon sp ades and 
g o after clubs. It he does this 
the defense will p ick up four 
quick club tricks and South will 
be one dov /n. 
The ex p ert in decep tion will 
win the iirst trick with the ace 
instead of the queen. Then he 
will lose the same diamond fi­ 
nesse but it is dollars to doug h­ 
nuts that West will continue 
sp ades. South will make his 
queen of sp ades after all and 
g o about his business of win­ 
ning the rubber. 
South’s false-card would hav e 
been a p oor p lay in match p oint 
dup licate because it would cost 
him an ov ertrick if the diamond 
finesse won. In rubber bridg e he 
could afford to g iv e up this ov er­ 
trick. Of course, if West shift­ 
ed to a club any way the false- 
card would really be ex p ensiv e. 
East would cash fiv e clubs and 
then g iv e his partner four ipede 
trieka.
